SUMMARY: LIMITED FOREIGN MEDIA REPORTS RECEIVED THIS MORNING 
WERE GENERALLY OPTIMISTIC ON THE PRESIDENT'S FAR EAST TRIP, CALLING 
IT A PERSONAL AND DIPLOMATIC SUCCESS LEADING TO IMPROVED RELATION- 
SHIPS BETWEEN THE U.S. AND THE COUNTRIES VISITED. NO TREATMENT ON 
THE VLADIVOSTOK COMMUNIQUE WAS REPORTED EXCEPT BY TASS WHICH 
TRANSMITTED A SUMMARY OF THE COMMUNIQUE SHORTLY AFTER IT WAS 
SIGNED. END SUMMARY. 

LONDON: THE OBSERVER'S CORRESPONDENT MARK FRANKLAND REPORTED 
SUNDAY FROM SEOUL: "THE VISIT TO JAPAN AND SOUTH KOREA WAS A 
CONSIDERABLE PERSONAL SUCCESS FOR MR. FORD.. .IN HIS SPEECH AT 
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KSATURDAY) NIGHT'S STATE BANQUET. HE REFERRED TO HIS 25 YEARS IN 
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CONGRESS AND WENT ON TO SAY THAT HE PLACED 'GREAT VALUE IN THE 
LEGISLATIVE PROCESSES OF LEGISLATIVE GOVERNMENT.’ WAS THIS JUST 
MEANT TO SOOTHE AMERICAN EARS AT HOME. OR DOES IT MEAN THAT MR.

"ASIDE FROM PROGRESS IN SALT TALKS. ..THERE IS ROOM TO BELIEVE THAT 
SOME PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE ON THE MIDDLE EAST.. .IF THE U.S. 

WILL DECLARE.. .THAT NO DETENTE IS POSSIBLE IF MOSCOW CONTINUES TO 
INFLAME THE MIDDLE EAST.. .THEN THE DANGER OF ANOTHER WAR IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST MIGHT BE AVERTED." A DAVAR EDITORIAL HOPED "THAT
